L ondon, April 20.—The Herald corres­ 
pondent la St. Petersburg telegraphs that 
notwithstanding the discouraging reports 
which prevail in that city, the situation is 
really improving, and the chances of a 
peaceful solution are growing decidedly 
stronger. 
This information the corres- 
pradent has from high official authority. 
Prince Gbika, the Roumanian agent in 
St. Petersburg, left the Russian capital on 
yesterday for Bucharest. Prince Menschi. 
k off has gone to the Asiatic frontier to re­ 
ceive, the Shah of Persia on behalf of the 
Czar, and General Todleben has taken his 
departure tor San Stefano. 
ANOTHER REPORT. 
L ondon, April 2 0—5 a. rn.—Yesterday’s 
peaceiui reports Were short lived, for there 
appears to be no advance toward agree­ 
ment co the terms for the meeting of the 
Congress. It was believed that the invita­ 
tion from Germany to the other Great 
Powers to attend the Congress to decide 
what modifications of the treaties of 1856 
aud 1871 were now necessary woald be a 
compromise that both England and Russia 
could accept. The Tribune’s Berlin cor­ 
respondent telegraphs 
that Russia ex­ 
pressed a wi 11 tug ness to attend the Con­ 
gress on such aa invitation, but that Eng- 
land declined to do so except upon her 
original terms, namely: that Russia should 
submit the whole treaty of San Stefano for 
discussion. lf this news should prove cor­ 
rect, mere will be small hope that the Con* 
gress will meet, or that an Auglo-Russian 
war can be prevented, though it may still 
be greatly delayed. Russia already begins 
to snow dissatisfaction with the situation, 
to send an ultimatum to 
Turkey relative to tho evacuation ot Ba­ 
rnum aud Varna. Should Turkey refuse to 
give up these ports immediately, it is prob­ 
able that she would have England's sup­ 
port

The Farmer’s Garden. 
Mr. W. T. Bell has written for the Ven­ 
ango Spectator an interesting article on 
farm gardens, as they are, and as they 
ought to be.

Many farmers have made the mistake of 
trying lo keep and brved a herd, «*r dock of 
pure-brtd animals, and have, through their 
triquem failures,brought discredit upoa 
sucn stock. 
Pure-bred stock, as a rule are 
uot profitable for farmers. 
T iny cost too 
much. 
N o farmer eau afford to pay $2,- 
000 or $3,000 for a herd o f ten pure-bred 
Cows. 
They are used lo careful tendiog 
*nd high feeding, and their product is n > 
better lhau the average o f good grades c f 
these breeds. We know of no herd of pure I 
bled animals in existence that would pay ! 
the cost of pure base and keeping by its j 
product of milk, buller or meat alone; it is I 
only by the sale of auimala for breeding I 
mat the profit is made. 
But admitting this ) 
to be true, purt-bred stock is not, tor this . 
reason, to be considered of less valu . 
i f ' 
w» h ive not the pure stock, how eta we I 
procure the grades which are found so 
trofiiable? 
Graces, of high character, are 
he most profitable farmers’ cows. 
Exper­ 
ience proves this to be so in ev^ry case. 
One pure bull which may cost $25J or $300 
will sire during his vigorous period at least 
titty calves, thus adding a small lr.fie to the 
cost of each over that ol a oalt from a scrub I 
bull. 
By adhering to one breed there Id a 
certainty of arriving at a definite result very 
soon; hut by the loo frequent habit of 
cbaogiog every tw o or three years, no sat­ 
isfactory result is obtained, and alter a life 
time of futile effort, the farmer ends where 
ne begun, and berates pure-bred stock as 
the cause of his failures. 
As with cows, so 
with sheep, sw ine and poultry. 
The pure 
breeds are not found profitable to keep, ex- 
cept for their services in raising grades, 
aud keeping up a supply of breeding ani­ 
mals for that purpose. In this way a farm­ 
er who can afford it may be justified 
in 
purchasing two or three pure-bred animals 
tor improving a herd of good natives, and 
it he uses these with skill, he may find it 
very profitable.—American Agriculturalist.

To Ensure Early Chickens, 
To ensure early chickens you must have 
In the first place hens that will lay during 
the winter aud be ready to sit b« fore the 
snow is gone. Then there must be a place 
to set them which will be warm ani dry, 
aud which is far enough from the place IU 
which they have been kept during the 
w inurtobe flee from vermin. 
Here the 
nests must Le fixed with great care. There 
should be earth enough in the bottom of 
the nest to bold the heat ot the fowl for 
some time after she goes off the nest, and 
also to hold a little moisture. 
Allowing 
the eggs to become dry from ti e beat of 
the fowl will be very sure to prevent their 
uatcbing, but of this more by and by. The 
nest should be slightly hollowed out in the 
center, but not too mQch, as, if it is too deep, 
the eggs will roll against one another with 
force enough to bleak the shell when the 
hen gets off the nest. 
Many an egg has 
been broken in this way aud the “great 
clumsy hen” blamed for it, when her only 
lault was that she had kept the eggs aport 
with her feet, and when she went off the 
nest the eggs rolled together. Over this 
neat there should be a very light covering 
of cut hay or dry leaves.

The whole community has been startled 
by a sad accident which occurred last el en 
mg by which two lives were suddenly anc 
sadly cut short, and two families and many 
friends left to mourn the loss of those thus 
snatched so unexpectedly by the grim mon­ 
ster. it appears that about 9 o'clock last 
night William Holland, an employe of Os­ 
car Brooks heard a splash in the mill-race 
nearly opposite the shop and giving the 
alarm lo those who were in Brook's saloon 
started with them to the rescue. 
A man 
was seen floundering about wildly in the 
water, and a long rope was obtained one 
end of which was grasped by a young 
man named Thomas Lawler, who bravely 
plunged into the water to rescue the 
drowning man. 
Oliver Church, son of 
Alderman Church, stood on shore holding 
the other end cf tho rope, but as Lawler 
reached the body, aud cried out “pull” 
the

the water, and going under himself, let go 
the rope. Church sack hut his cry for 
help was promptly responded to bj* L. B.

rescue, were drowned. Lawler’s body was 
soon recovered by Mark Collins and Wil­ 
liam Holland who dragged the race. The

Both bodies

though at times it Seemed as though they 
would succeed, it beearn? evident that it 
was too late. 
The man whom young Lawler tried to 
save at the loss of his own life, proved to 
be B. M. Clement, man about sixty years 
old, liyiug on River street, in the First 
Ward. lie lived with his children who are 
employed at the cation factory. 
lie has 
for years been addicted to drink, and was 
intoxicated last night, which doubtless 
caused him to meet the death he did. 
The young oiau Lawler, was a son of 
John Lawler, and an employe of Shopbell 
& Norris. Lie was about twenty years o d> 
and resided with his father, at No. Cl), 
South Franklin street, lie was a strictly 
temperate, and markedly industrious young 
man, and a member ct St. Patrick’s Tem­ 
perance Society. He was quite an expert 
at swimming, aud it is supposed that he 
either must have nacome entangled in .the 
rope, or else taken by cramps. A few years 
ago he showed like heroism In rescuing 
Herbert V. Allen, who c»m? near drown­ 
ing near K irks cooper shop.

WILLIAM HOLLAND, 
Who lives on River street, testified that he 
was present when th? body was discovered; 
he W&9 just coming out of Brock’s saloon 
When he heard a splash, and saw a mao 
struggling ic the race; gave the alarm and 
nm for a rope, one end of which Lawler 
grabbed and started cut to the water; 
Church got bold oi tne other end and 
followed him ; heard someone yell ‘T u ll/ 
and saw Church coming back; started for 
ootton factory for a b jai ; before going for 
the boat Clement* body had been 
taken 
o u t; saw Clement's head and his arms 
when he was struggling in the water- 
Clement 8 head and arms moved eight or 
nine m inutes; it was about twelve minutes 


from the time he first saw deceased until 
the body was got out; the first noise Of 
C lem en ts which attracted his attention 
was a sort of groan ; w*5 about fifteen feet 


from the bink when he first saw him ; did 
not sink at all, but kept in sight all the 
time; the meat which d e r mt ha J was 
found on the shore about three feet from 
the water. 
LEVI MOSES 
was next called; saw a person coming across 
Morse, Hanson & Co.’s little bridge last 
night whom he supposed to be Clement; 
heard some one soon after cry out, and 
saw some one in the w ater; by the time he 
reached the race found Brooks and Hol­ 
ley there; a rope was got and Lawler went 
o u t; it was only two or three minutes from 
time he saw the man till he heard the 
alarm ; he had a bag on his shoulder; this 
was about 9 o’clock ; went after a boat but 
could not find it, and then cim e back aud 
waited until they got the body o u t; 
couldn’t tell whether he staggered or not. 


DR. HEXI(V PALMER 
testified that he was called al 9 o’clock last 
evening to Brook’s saloon, aud arrived 
there just as the body was brought in, ami 
commenced efforts to resuscitate the body. 
which was kept up until Lawler’s body 
was brought in, twenty-one minutes after* 
wards; there were no indications of life, 
and within

commenced, the body bcgao to show rigid­ 
ity ; he then left the body to attend to 
young Lawler; no marks of violence were 
found except a partly emptied bottle of 
whisky ; It frequently occurs that a perron 
may drown without sinking out of sight; 
should judge tnat the bojy had been iu the 
water some little time ;* drowning was ev­ 
idently the cause of death, 


THE VERDICT. 
The jury brought in the following ver­ 
dict: 
Upon our oaths wo do fay that tho e a u ll. Al. 
Clement, on tba l'Uh day o! April, 1V.6, at the 
city of Janesville, fell into the mill race In said 
city, and was then and there accidentally drown 
cd In the water of said race, and then and there 
died,and so the jurors, aforesaid upon their oaths 
aforesaid, do Bay tnat tho naid ll Al. Ciement, in 
the manner and by the means aforesaid casually 
accidentally, and by misfortune came to his death 
and not.otherwiat. 
THE LAWLER INQUEST. 
Justice Wickham presided ai the inquest 
on the body of Thomas Francis Lawler, 
the following composing the jury:

Wm. Puffer, G. F. Selleck, O. Brooks. The 
testimony given was in most respects sim­ 
ilar to that given before Justice Prichard 
in the other inquest, the details varying 
and giving more of Lawler’s part in the 
sad affair. 


DR. HENRY PALMER 
testified to being called to Brook’s saloon 
and attempting in vain to resuscitate the 
body of Lawler. 


MR JOHN LAWLER 
the father of the deceased, testified as to the 
identity of the body, and that deceased 
would have reached his 21st birthday next 
May. 
He saw him last alive a b o u t s u p p e r 
time. 
OLIVER t ut. RCD. 
first saw Lawler a little a t te r S o ’clock last 
eyeniog near the engine house, and after­ 
wards at Brooks’saloon; when the alarm 
was given all went out together, Lawler 
took hold of the rope which they had got, 
and wcQt into the water to save Clem ent, 
witness held on to the other end and went 
in, until be saw Lawler ta k e hold of the 
drowning man’s bead, with one hand; wit. 
ness turned to swim back to shore, and 
looking around as be landed saw the heads 
of both as they were both struggling, about 
two or three feet apart, aud about th icy 
feet from the shore; went then for a bj*t. 
but couldn’t find any;saw n o m re of Law­ 
ler until they brought his body into the 
house; the rope was not tied to Lawler but 
eimply fie*d in hts hand.

WILLIAM HOLLAND 
was another one who saw Lawler throw 
off' his hat, boots and coat, and go into the 
race after Clements; it was about twenty 
minutes before he was brought ashore 
dead. 


THE VERDICT. 
The jury found as follows: 
Tnat Thomas F. Lawler came to hie death by 
drowning In the race, on the night of April 19, 
1673, in his noble and laudable effort* to save 
from crowning B. M. Clement. 
RECOMMENDATION 
The following recommendation was also 
agreed to: 
We woald alto respectfully recommend for the 
consideration of the Mayor and Common Council 
of the city ol Janesville the expediency of taking 
immediate measures to protect the people from 
lur t ber danger on River street byjbuildlng a fence 
ou tho VA cat side of the mill race. 
A petition is also being circulated to-day 
asking the City Council to take immediate 
steps to protect the public from tumbling 
into the race, as it appears that Clement 
came to his death in that manner, and«tbat 
Lawler’s death was also indirectly the re­ 
sult of the lack of protection. The red rib* 
bon folks and others interested make the 
point that had there been no whisky at the 
bottom cf it, the deaths would not hsve.oc* 
curred, but neither jury in their verdicts 
c lose to allude to that ieature of the case*
